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To GROW or Not to Grow 


Bells are ringing in the old’ rou- 
tine, as Clarkites swing back to class- 
es once more. Appalled freshmen 
find themselves back at the bottom 
of the totem pole after the heady 
experience of a senior year. Upper- 
classmen slip into the routine of 
school with assurance earned’ each 
hour and inch of past years. But both 
novices and “old girls” sometimes 
need to indulge in a little soul- 
searching. 


“Why am I in college? Why am I 
at Clarke?” 


Mark Van Doren, the eminent 


teacher and critic, has said, 


“The experience that makes the 
deepest difference in any boy or girl 
is the experience of going to college. 
It is there that the man, the woman, 
is created; for it is there that think- 
ing begins, and in our society there 
is no more noticeable difference than 
the difference between the thought- 
ful and the unthoughtful person. The 
difference has been called magic. 
There is no exaggeration in the term; 
it refers to the change from child to 
human being, the change that all of 
us desire in so far as we comprehend 
that the specific, the distinguishing 
quality of any person is the quality 
of his mind.” 


From this we can conclude that 
these four short years at college are 
a vital portion of our life. Each stu- 
dent must be aware of and appreci- 
ate the changes taking place within 
himself and others. 


There are two essential phases of 
life at Clarke. First is exposure to a 
variety of key ideas about man and 
the universe and God and their re- 
lationships with one another. These 
extend from primitive art and ancient 
philosophy and Gothic cathedrals to 
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the industrial revolution and Freud 
and space age science. 


The second important phase at 
Clarke is the deepening process 
caused by analysis and comprehen- 
sion of these ideas. The result is an 
intellectually and emotionally adult 
philosophy of life based on a steady 
faith and a well-exercised reason. 


How to accomplish thisP READ, 
READ, READ in all fields presented. 
Savor the satisfaction of real study 
and research. With philosophy and 
theology as a core, assimilate all the 
great ideas so many centuries have 
taught us. Don’t be afraid of the 
title “egghead”; DON’T BE AFRAID 
TO GROW INTELLECTUALLY. 


How to bring this into your every- 
day routine? It’s easy. After all the 
reading and discussing in the class- 
room, carry on your discussions after 
class. Cigarettes and candy bars taste 
just as good when youre talking 
about 18th century Rationalism as 
they do when you mention Tommy 
Sands. Read and study, but then 
share what you are learning with 
others. Form opinions of your own, 
and try to explain them to your room 
mate. 


Whether the setting is a quiet class- 
room or a noisy coffee shop, learn to 
COMMUNICATE your ideas and 
opinions about Shakespeare or Castro 
or Edward R. Murrow or childcare. 
For when ideas are shared, they often 
expand and develop into something 
great. And don’t be afraid to admit 
mistakes; learning means changing, 
but change is nothing to fear. Again, 
Professor Van Doren explains: 


“,.. College is a vacation from the 
commonplace—from the routine opin- 
ion, the tired thought, the unexam- 
ined prejudice. It is the time when 
we are not merely expected to 
change, but required to . . .” 


So, don’t be afraid of college. Come 
on in, the water’s fine!

These writers do not ask for 
ivory-tower isolationists’ ideas, but rath- 
er they stress the need for Catholic in- 
tellectuals who live in, comprehend, and

From “Christian Education of 


Youth” by Pope Pius XI, 1929. 


“The proper aud immediate end of 
Christian education is to cooperate with 
divine grace in forming the true and 
perfect Christian, that is, to form Christ 
Himself in those regenerated by bap- 
tism. ... 


For precisely this reason, Christian 
education takes in the whole aggregate 
of human life, physical and_ spiritual, 
intellectual and moral, individual, do- 
mestic and social, not with a view of 


reducing it in any way, but in order to 
elevate, regulate, and perfect it, in ac- 
cordance with the example and teaching 
of Christ. 


Hence the true Christian, product of 
Christian education, is the supernatural 
man who thinks, judges, and acts con- 
stantly and consistently in accordance 
with right reason illumined by the su- 
pernatural light of the example and 
teaching of Christ... . 


The true Christian does not renounce 
the activities of this life, he does not 
stunt his natural faculties; but he de- 
velops and perfects them, by co-ordi- 
nating them with the supernatural. . . .”
